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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant states in the remark regarding claim 1 , 
"it would have not been obvious of ordinary skill in the art to modify the method of daniele to include step of determining whether the 
transmission rate lies below or above the guaranteed bandwidth or above the maximum bandwidth". Examiner respectfully diaagrees. 
Daniele invention relates to a method and a device for the management of resources in ATM technique for weight fair queuing application 
in a system (SORTER, as shown in fig. 1) for transmission on output link. Applicant ststes "Henrlon fails to teach or suggest according to 
claim 1 , since Henrlon merely discloses a communication system for sharing available bandwidth with scheduler and intellegent buffer, but 
fails to disclose transmitting the packets of the traffic stream over the transmission channel". Examiner respecfully disagrees. Henrlon 
teaches "a method for transmission of traffic streams over a common transmission channels of which data comes into a buffer connected 
upstream of the transmission channels comprising recited in paragraph 0003 lines 1-2 and paragraph 0019 lines 1-6). further, Daniele 
teaches "defining a guaranteed bandwidth for the transmission of packets of one of the traffic streams over the transmission channel with 
which is a minimum bandwidth used to transmit packets of the traffic stream over the transmission channel recited in column 8 lines 2-6". 
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
